The State Central Committee. 
Tho Republican state central commit 


tee met at tho Grand Pacilic Hotel m 
Chicago on Tuesday and fixed tho time 
for holding the state convention for Julj 
25, tho place, Springfield, and the basis 
of representation the same as two j ears 
ago, bein},' one delegate for every ;JOO 
votes and one for each fraction of 130 or 
over cast at tho last piesidenlial elec 
tion.

The committee decided to take the 


gerrymander into the state court and 
overthrow it on constitutional grounds 
if possible. There is every reason to 
suppose that this move will be success 
fill, as the reupportionment presents 
some very glaring violations of the plain 
declarations of the constitution. Ex- 
Attorney-General Hunt will conduct the 
legal proceedings on the part of the Re- 
publicans. 


The day was one of the old time Re- 


publican days. They ware there in large 
numbers from all parts of the state and 
every one was filled with edthusiasm 
over the prospects of tho party in the 
stato and nation.

COUNTEB^BIT G-BEENBACKS 


First of the Bad Issue Detected by 


the National Bank of Illinois. 


A counterfeit 820 greenback is in cir- 


culation. About a week ago one of the 
bills turned up at the National Bank of 
Illinois in Chicago. It was imbedded in 
a bundle of money sent in from one of 
the big stores on State street. Cashier 
Field sent it to Captain Porter, of the 
secret service, and he forwarded it to the 
treasury department at Washington. 
The custom of the department is to re- 
deem the first counterfeit of any particu- 
lar issue which is presented. Bad bills 
of the same issue which follow are 
stamped counterfeit and thrown aside. 
In accordance with this usage the bank 
received the money for the bad bill. 
Captain Porter was away from Chicago 
temporarily, and he was surprised when 
Cashier Field showed him the bill, as 
he had no intimation that such a coun- 
terfeit was in existence. The bill was 
pronounced an excellent imitation.

Opening Speech for the De- 


fense 


YITOPERATIOI, BUT HOT ABGDHEHT. 


The Vile Names Applied by Him to the 


Plaintiff Will Scarcely Convince 


the Jury of His Distinguished 


Client'* Innocence. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—When court 


opened this morning Mr) Carlisle at 
once resumed his argument for the 
plaintiff. Rapidly rewiewinfr the tes- 
timony about tie outward appear- 
ance 
of an 
engagement of mar- 


riage. Mr. Carlisle summed up the 
features by saying that, that there was 
a contract of marriage between the 
plaintiff and the defendant was shown 
by the production of an invitation he 
addressed to her to attend a reception 
in his honor at a younff ladies' semi- 
nary; it had been further shown by his 
visits to 1819 H street, where Miss Pol- 
lard was staying; by what Claude de 
la Roche Francis overheard between 
the two, and by the positive, clear and 
explicit statement of Mrs. Blackburn. 


It was further confirmed by visits in 


May, 
1893, to the plaintiff and by two 


visits to the chief-of-police. 
"The his- 


tory of this form ol action," said Mr. 
Carlisle, with emphasis, "will not pres- 
ent a more complete chain of evidence 
than has been presented here of a 
breach of contract of marriage.'' 


Mr. Carlisle proceeded to score the 


defendant for hypocrisy. He had been 
a man of great standing in the church, 
said the lawyer, had been a leader 
in the Sunday-school, and had ad- 
dressed 
religious 
gatherings—and 


yet the 
came 
into 
court 
and 


admitted that in telling: Mrs. Black- 
burn and Maj. Moore of his engage- 
ment to the plaintiff, he had lied, and 
that both he and the plaintiff had 
agreed to lie about the whole matter. 
"He came here, gentlemen," fcaid Mr. 
Carlisle, "asking you to believe his un- 
supported word that there was no con- 
tract of marriage between them—his 
unsupported word against that reputa- 
ble witnesses and the plaintiff; he asks 
you to be lieve his word after he has 
confessed that he arranged and acted 
lies concerning that engagement." 


In conclusion Mr. Carlisle said: "It 


has been shown that this man of power 
and influence and distinction, social 
and political, did acquire power and in- 
fluence over this plaintiff ; that he did 
have an influence over her life, and did 
promise to repair that injury he had 
done. Tf yon think this, gentlemen, 
you are authorized, as the court tells 
you in its instructions, not only to 
give compensating damages, taking 
into consideration the previous re- 
lations of the parties, wiiat the so- 
cial advancement of such a marriage 
would have been to this plaintiff, but 
you are also authorized to give exem- 
plary damages; you are allowed to 
give punitive damages, to punish the 
defendant as an offender against law 
and morality. 


Mr. Carlisle was followed by Col. 


Phil Thompson, of defendant's coun- 
sel, who assailed Miss Pollard's char- 
acter in strong terms. 


Col. Thompson said he did not ex- 


tenuate the fault of any man wno had 
been guilty of seducing a. young girl, 
but he did not think that a man 
should be held responsible in a suit of 
this kind for having been intimate 
with a woman who was of ill-repute. 
Speaking in his high, keen voice, with 
his pronounced southern accent, he 
appealed to the jury to regard the 
plaintiff as a lewd and wanton woman, 
and not to enconraec such to bring 
their suits in here and make a stench 
in the nostrils of decent people. 


After referring to Miss Pollard as a 


"self-acknowledged prostitute," and 
saying that "every decent man knew 
the defendant was right in refusing to 
put her at the head of his table with 
his daughters," Col. Thompson took up 
the testimony of Mollie Shinglebauer, 
Brant and Kaufman, and contended 
that it was not shown that the plain- 
tiff had not gone to Lexington at night 
during the whole of the time she was 
living near that town. 


He next referred to the testimony 


of William Wood, the Lexington car- 
penter, who said Miss Pollard had 
broken her engagement to him be- 
cause he would not take her to Europe, 
and he made this the text for these i-e- 
marks: "She is a money-hunter and a 
money-getter. Talk about love and 
affection—why, she was shown 
in 


every feature of this case to be on a 
wild hunt after this defendant's money 
—that's what she wants. She is not 
after 
love and affection—what she 


wants is money, and that's what these 
eminent counsel are • assisting her to 
Ifet—and she seems to have hypnotized 
somebody into giving her money to 
carry on this case." 


After assailing the plaintiff's char- 


acter in terms of unmitigated vituper- 
ation, Col. Thompson brought the 
subject of the letter dated July 20, 
1884. which the plaintiff said she did 
not write to Col. Breckinridge. "If 
she wrote that letter (he said) her case 
is gone, and she can have no credit be- 
fore'and intelligent jury. She says in 
this'letter: 'What I have to tell yon 
is worse than a divorce case.' That's 
•elf-accasation of guilt with Bodes— 
thatfs why she tried to keep out this let- 
ter-Hhat's why she said she didn't 
write it She did write it, and I'll 
•take this whole case on that letter." 


'•Bete she was," said Col. Thompson, 


"a little later on, robbing and deceiv- 
ing old man Bodes. 'She admitted on 
the stand: 'I am engaged to Bosell; 
I'm CoL Breckinridge's mistress and 
Fm milking Bodes for. my tuition and 
my nebooHn^ at one' and. the same 
time.' She was deceiving right and 
left, and bleeding an. old, hard work- 
ing, indnstriovs ' ton. 
Talk about 


Mollie Sliinplebaufr after that. Why 
MolUa Shingtetataer never- 'painted 
u black u that. Now, this 


woman, this adventuress, this money- 
hunter, wanton and bawd, comes here 
with the plea of being an Innocent 
girl before she met CoL Breckinridge." 


Hero Col. Thompson, working him- 


self np to a pitch of even greater ex- 
citement than had marked his impas- 
sioned address hitherto, exclaimed: 
'My God! what a spectacle." 
Judge Bradley promptly interposed, 


saying: "Now, Mr. Thompson, yon 
must not make such expressions as 
that" 


"What's that?" asked Col. Thomp- 


son. 


On the court repeating the irrev- 


erent remark which had just fallen 
from h's lips, CoL Thompson 
apol- 


ogized and promised to keep within 
the bounds of decorum in future. 


Shortly afterwards the court took a 


recess. 


Afternoon Session. 


Col. Thompson started his argument 


at the afternoon session with the prom- 
ise that he would show that there 
was no contract of marriage between 
the plaintiff and the defendant, and 
that even if there had been a contract, 
the defendant had the right to break 
it on account of the conduct of the 
plaintiff. To give the case to Miss Pol- 
lard, he said, it would be necessary for 
the jury to convict Mollie Shingle- 
bauer, John Brant, Hiram Kaufman, 
Eleek Julian, Kankin Rossell and the 
defendant himself of wilful and delib- 
erate purjury. 


It had been shown, he said, that 


Col. Breckinridge was attending court 
at Versailles when Miss Pollard says 
she was carrying on her liaison with 
him in Lexington in 1884, and this 
proof of no improper relations at that 
time was also proof that the child 
which she alleges was born in Cincin- 
nati in May, 1885, was not the child of 
the defendant. The letters written in 
1885 asking him and begging him for 
money "which you know I need so 
badly." "For what purpose did she 
need that money?" Asked Col. Thomp- 
son, of Mr. Carlisle.'' "She says the 
defendant was most generous, most 
kind, and she knew that if she needed 
money to prepare for the birth of his 
child she could have got it from him. 
But it was Rodes that she asked for 
the money. She did not turn to this 
noble, generous man whom she loved 
(Col. 
Breckinridge), who would have 


been willing to furnish all the money 
she needed if he were responsible for 
her condition, but to poor old Jim 
Rodes on his $40-a-month salary and 
who would not and could not have 
paid if there had not been some great 
reason for causing him to do so. Was 
ever a man in the power of an unscru- 
pulous woman ridden so rough-shod as 
Breckinridge has been by this woman?" 


The discrepancies between the testi- 


mony of the plaintiff and the sisters of 
charity at Norwood foundling asylum 
were told of by Col. Thompson, who 
said he would be willirig to rest this 
case on the testimony of these sisters 
against that of the woman who said 
she did dedicate her life to the defend- 
ant Unless the jury believes these 
noble women who had dedicated their 
lives 
to 
Clod — "Ah, 
that 
was 


dedicationl" — then 
they 
must 


place Sister Agnes and Sister 
tine in the same category of perjury 
in ivhicli the plaintiff l»nd placed Ro- 
sell iind Julian and Brant and the rest. 
So, too, Sister Cecelia, who had been 
brought all the way from Pueblo, Col., 
by the defense, said she did not recog- 
nize the plaintiff as a woman who had 
been at Norwood. "And there is Dr. 
Belle Richardson and that crowd," 
said Col. Thompson, referring to the 
witness who said she had attended Miss 
Pollard after conSnement in 1881. 
"I 


haven't a ver3r good opinion of those 
female doctors." 


Speaking further in regard to the 


female doctors' evidence. Col. Thomp- 
Thompson said witnesses had testified 
that Louise Wilson — for there was 
such a girl, lie said — asserted that the 
man who betrayed her was an unmar- 
ried man. 


'•Do you admit that?" (turning to 


Judge Wilson and Mr. Carlisle, coun- 
sel for the plaintiff). 
"Do you admit 


that? If you do, I have nothing fxir- 
ther to say. Will you answer me in 
your argument?" asked Col. Thomp- 
son. 


"I will," replied Judge Wilson. 
"And this woman says she pave birth 


to a- child in 18S5: and last year she 
goes to the place where she says it was 
born, and did not know whether it was 
dead or not, when the child born 
to 'Mrs. Iturgoyne' had (tied soon 
after she left. Do you mean to tell me 
that a woman would be so ignorant of 
her child as that? She left that child, 
she says, and did not think to enquire 
about it for nine long years. And the 
babe born in 1888 if it was born — she 
says she saw its dead body at the un- 
dertakers and yet it was laid in a grave 
she had never seen. Just think of it, 
"he said," her little ones lying in 
graves that she has never seen. Oh. 
inhuman woman; inhuman woman and 
monster. 


"To hide her own shame she lays it 


at the feet of this man, and says he 
told her to give them away. And yet 
we are appealed to by this woman 
with her stage acting, in the most sa- 
cred name of mother. 


The Christmas card incident was 


pooh-poohed by Col. Thompson, who 
said it was very probable that the card 
had been slipped in the volume of Ir- 
ving at the Norwood asylum to more 
fully identify the plaintiff with that 
place. "And when the card was taken 
out," he said, "she cried 'and there is 
the pretty little veil I wore when I 
was here.' Remarkable woman, whose 
memory for little things came back so 
suddenly — who remembered the little 
veil she wore, but forgot her own name 
at the asylum." 


CoL Thompson said he had looked np 


the meaning of the word "Pollard" in 
the dictionary, and he found that it 
meant "a small counterfeit coin;" an- 
other definition was "a petty thief.'' 
"Well,1? he added, "I didn't know how 
in the: world names should run so 
close In connection with character." 


CoL Thompson embellished hisspeech 


with numerous Kentucky anecdotes, 
«nd did 'not mince words or phrases in 
hi* unsparing denunciation of 
thu 


plaintiff's character, "prostitate" be- 
ing one of the most frequently *P* 
plied. 


After making some ironic reference* 


to Hiss Pollard as "this beautiful, ami- 
able and gentle plaintiff," Col. Thomp- 
son came to the testimony of Mrs. 
Blackburn, in which she said she bad 
confused several conversations, a nat- 
ural thing in an old lady. "I like 
Mrs. Blackburn," he said. "I have 
known the old lady a long time. 
She's a lovely old character, but 
she's getting along in years. Joe 
Blackburn, 
my friend, 
was 
the 


youngest of the Blackburn brothers, 
and old Gov. Luke (Blackburn) he's 
been dead many years and this old 
lady is his widow. She's no longer a 
maiden gay. 
But she's got lots of 


spirit. I tell yon I was a little bit 
afraid when I came to examine her 
that she'd jump down my throat, 
frizzes and alL " 


Then followed references to King 


Solomon and his many wives, King 
David and Uriah's wife, Anthony and 
Cleopatra, and the first Napoleon, and 
George Washington and their love af- 
fairs. 


Miss Pollard has been raised, not 


lowered by her affair with Col. Breck- 
inridge, 
contended Col. Thompson. 


She had said she would rather be his 
mistress than the wife of Rodes— 
rather go with the defendant into so- 
ciety where she could have intellectual 
enjoyment, than to be the wife of 
Rodes, tending children and milking 
cows and doing farm work. 
"And," 


said Col. Thompson, "barring the sin I 
don't blame her for feeling that way." 


At 8:45, filteen minutes before ad- 


journment, Col. Thompson took up the 
alleged intention of Miss Pollard to 
compel the defendant to marry her, 
and as this was a new line of argu- 
ment, he usked an adjournment until 
to-morrow, which the court granted.
